The first “ Blind Tiger” case ever 
tried in the Kush circuit court was 
today when Marion A. McClain of 
Carthage answered to such a charge. 
McClain is a druggist and was in­ 
dicted by a special grand jury , Henry 
Dickerson being the prosecuting wit­ 
ness. 
It was claimed by Dickerson, and 
he testified to the same on the stand 
today that he had been in the habit 
of buying whiskey at the drug store, 
but the specific time named in the in* 
dictment occurred October 10, when 
a rally was in progress in Carthage. 
When asked how many times he had 
secured liquor without a prescription 
a t the McClain store, he replied that 
it would make a sheet of paper “ as 
long as from fte court house to the 
Big Four Station” —some five or six 
blocks. 
It was charged by the defense that 
McClain was being prosecuted at the 
instigation of Rev. Charles Whiteley, 
pastor of the Quaker church, and by 
the church as a collective body. 
It 
was said that Dickerson had been 
promised $50 from the church and an 
equal amount from the pastor pro­ 
viding be would go before the courts 
and testify 
against 
the 
druggist. 
This, Rev. Whitley denied upon the 
witness stand. 
McClain had a number of the best 
people in Carthage testify to his good

A funny incident occurred when 
Dickerson was on the stand. He had 
a slip of paper on which was written 
the dates on which he secured whis- 
kev at the drug store. 
One of the 
attorney s for the defense asked to 
see it, and was beginning to examine 
it when Prosecutor Hack 
objected. 
The court sustained the objection and 
a s quick as a flash Dickerson was 
off the witness stand and snatched 
the%mper out of the hands of the a t­ 
torney. 
When asked 
how he 
approached 
the “ blind tiger” in quest of a drink, 
Dickerson said lie would say to Mc­ 
Clain, “ I'd like to get a shot.” 
And 
forthwith the shot came, without any 
further salutes. 
Prosecutor Hack made a 
plea for conviction before the » jury, 
declaring that such practices, in a 
community where they have no police 
protection was extremely dangerous 
and nauseating. 
After being out but a short time, 
the jury found McClain guilty and 
fined him twenty -five dollars and cost 
a s suggested by Prosecutor Hack in 
his speech before them.
